— Jam es IL 
Garfield, commissioner of corporations, 
who has arrived here to begin- an in­ 
vestigation under the Campbell resolu­ 
tion as to the relative price of crude 
and relined oil. especially In the K an­ 
sas fields, held a conference here with 
Governor Hoch. 
“My plans are not 
perfected,” said Garfield, previous to 
the conference. 
“I cannot complete 
them until I have looked over the Kan­ 
sas field and familiarized m yself with 
the situation. The first thing I expect 
to do will be to talk it over with Gov­ 
ernor Hoch. 
My investigations are re­ 
quired by l§w to be secret.” 


Sam e F ig h t H ad in O hio. 


In reply to a question Commissioner 
Garfield said that he had been work­ 
ing on the oil situation for several 
months. 
“The early agitation,” said 
lie, “in K ansas interested me, as it is 
practically a repetition of w hat w e 
.went through in Ohio several years 
ego. 
The relation of the total produc­ 
tion of crude oil to the demand is nat­ 
urally a very important matter in this 
investigation. 
The Standard Oil com­ 
pany seem s to have raised the cry of 
over-production as a defense against 
tile charges, and this claim is one of 
the things that w e will go into very 
carefully. 


T akes N o th in g for G ranted. 
“It is not our intention to take any­ 
thing for granted. 
We expect to make 
an investigation of the freight and oth­ 
er transportation questions in connec­ 
tion with our inquiry regarding 
the 
price of crude oil. 
In short, we will 
secure every available fact regarding 
the oil industry, not only in Kansas, 
but the country over. 
For years past 
the government has been 
gathering 
statistical Information which will be 
o f great value if properly applied to 
conditions. 
The difficulty has been in 
making proper abdication and arriv­ 
ing at correct conclusions. 


T h at R eport on th e B e e f T rust. 
“There is one thing In connection 
w ith an investigation of this character 
that the public seem s to overlook. The 
fact that the profits resulting from a 
price fixed through an agreem ent are 
sm all is not material. The mere fixing 
of any price, or the attem pt to fix any 
price through agreement, is in viola­ 
tion of tin* anti-trust law.
